This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Group l-Figs. 1, and 3-6; Group ll-Fig. 2; Group Ill-Fig. 6a: Group IV-Fig. 7; 
Group V-Fig. 8; Group Vl-Figs. 9-12; Group Vll-Figs. 13-18; Group Vlll-Figs. 19-32, and 
34-40; Group IX-Fig. 33; Group X-Figs. 41 and 49; Group Xl-Figs. 42-48, 51-54, 56, and 
58; Group Xll-Fig. 50; Group Xlll-Fig. 55; Group XIV-Fig. 57; Group XV-Figs. 59-65; and 
Group XVI-Figs. 66-73. The species are independent or distinct because each group 
discloses different handles, sash locks, spools, and/or keeper arrangements. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
